in  his  Kingdom.  Whether  it  be  fo,  or  noC, 
one  Thing  is  certain,  that  One-half  at  leaiU 
if  not  Two-thirds  of  this  enormous  Sum 
is  Eng/ijh  Money,  fpcnt  by  that  Race  of  Be-' 
ings,  whom  you  in  France  ftile  MihrdsAng" 
lots,  et  Miladies  Angloifes.

And 
how  can  you  efcape  this  general  Indig- 
nation ? — You,  who  have  paid  (b  many 
Compliments  to  the  :'.  n\rch,  which 
ought  to  have  been  a  :.■  ^ic  .  to  his  MaJ^ 
ten,  the  People ; — and  have  infinuated, 

and 
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and  more*that\  infinuated,  that  whatever 
Reformations  you  propofed  to  make, 
ought  to  bf  mod  t)  mlcfully  received  by 
the  Subjects,  as  Matters  of  Grace  and 
Favour,  and  not  as  what  they  had  • 
Right  to  demand,  and  to  com  f  el  their 
Prince  to  perform.  Moreover,  you  your- 
felf  have  acknowledged,  that  the  Syt^em 
of  Taxation,  which  you  have  been  Con^^ 
(idering,  is  a  very  bad  one,  is  amazingly 
abfurdy  and  very  impoveriihing ;  and 
that  hardly  any  one  Part  thereof  is  vsrhat 
it  ought  to  be  either  in  the  Manner  of 
afleffing,  or  of  coUe^king,  or  in  the  vari- 
ous Ways  of  expending  the  fame.  Now, 
after  this  frank  Confefiion,  with  what 
Face  can  Monfieur  Necker,  or  can  any 
of  the  Miniflers  of  France,  who  have 
countenanced  Dr.  Franklin,  and  fup- 
ported  his  Caufe,  objfd  to  the  bittereft 
Remonftances  of  the  French  Parliaments, 
or  to  the  moil  violent  Outrages  of  the 
People,  even  were  they  to  break  forth 
into  open  Rebellion  ? — Or  will  you  pre- 
tend 
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tend  to  fay>  that  Frenchmen  have  not  at 
leaft  as  ^uft  a  Right  to  throw  off  thoft 
lioads  of  numerous  and  ahfurdly  com- 
plicated Taxies,  under  which  they  haVe 
&>  long  groaned>  as  the  Americans  had 
Ipr  revolting  frosi  under  the  Br itt/h  Gck 
v^roment  on  Account  oi  an  Half-penirj 
Stamp  on  a  Nev*(»-Paper».ot  a  Three* 
Penny  Tax  on  ^  Foreig;»  Liwury.-*-"^** 
Perhaps  indeed  you  will  fay,  and  I  think 
it  is  the  only  Thing  that  ccin  be  fud 
with  any  Appearance  of  Truths' ^that  it  is 
of  little  Consequence  what  political  Opi- 
nions the  French  Nation  fhall  imbibe  in 
Theory,  provided  there  are  200,000  Bay- 
onets ready  pointed  at  their  Breafls  to 
make  them  renounce  them  all  in  Pr^4?/V^» 
Be  it  fo.  But  this,  after  all,  is  a  moil 
cruel  Infult  on  an  injured  People,  who 
dare  not  refent;  inilead  of  being  any 
Apology  to  thfm  for  fueh  a  Condu<a, 
And  indeed,  firft  to  teach  Men  the  Prin-^ 
ciplcs  of  Rebellion,  and  then  to  condenrm 
them,  if  they  (hould  ofiisr  to  rebeU  is 
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chara^eriftical   of  the  worft  of  Beings^ 
whofe  Employment  is  faid  to  he,  firil  to 
tempt,  and  then  to  puni(h.     Befides,  Sir> 
the  moft  /refined  Politicians  of  you  til 
may  be  miAaken,  as  to  the  final  Event  of 
thofe  Things.     For  Statefmen  ought  to 
have  remembered,  that  there  art,  pritical 
Jundures,    even  in   tht    mofk   dej[pQtic 
Countries,  when  Government  muA,  yidd 
to  popular  Clamour,  aiid  give  up  the  fup- 
pofed  Delinquents,  as  yi<^ims  to  appeaie 
an  enraged  MoB,  or  fall  a  Sacrifice  it^felf. 
-—This  being  the  Csife,  what  can  be  the 
prefent  Intention  of  the  Prench  Cabinet  in 
efpouflng  die  Caufe  of  the  Americans  f 
And,  how  that  there  are  fo  many  Com-« 
buAiblef  already  heaped  together  in  every  , 
Pzri  of  Prance,  are  you  really  fefblved 
to  Yet  Fire  to  the  Pile,  and  to  bloW  the' 
Flames,  in  order  to  fhew,  how  dexte-] 
roufly    you    can   extinguiih   them? — A" 
ftrange  Prpceedure  this.— 
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or  poWic  Difturbances  fhould  enfue  from 
thoi^  enthuiiaftic  Notions  concerning  the 
Natti  W  bfGoverment,  which  xhtFrenckMi^ 
hiftry  have  every  where  difleminated ; — ftill 
there'  is  ifiOthef  Evil  to  be  apprehended, 
of  which  yoii  ind  *  the  Minifters  fcem  at 
prefcnt  to  be  totally  igrforant :— -The  Evil 
i  rndddy  is  th'dt  perpetual  Lofs,  and  con- 
tinual Eniigratidii'  oif  French  Subje<fts  to 
America^  ivhich?  ^>(^ill  certainly  take  Place 
in  Cohfequenqe  of  the  flattering  Invita-' 
tions   they   ftiall    receive    from  thence. 
When  the  comnaoh  People  of  any  Coun- 
try  in  Eur^ope  f^all  be  tola,  that  they  may' 
have  Land  in  America  for  nothing,  and 
be  their  own  Landlords; — thatM^r^  they 
will  .be  free  from  Vaffalage  and  Services 
of  every  Kind,  hay  iiijj  neither  Tithes,  nor 
Repts»  nor  Taxes,  to  pay ; — but  to  be  at 
Ljijerty  to  do  almoft  as  they  pleafe,  [which 
was  very  nearly  the  Caifc  before  the  pre- 
fect war]   Is  it  to  be  wondered  at,   that 
Nunabcr^s  ihould  niigrate  to  fuch  a  Coun- 
try? And  in  Proporti9n,  as  a  freer  Com- 
munication 
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munication  is  opened  with  it*  by  the  daily 
Arrival  of  French,  and  American  Ships  in 
each  others  Ports,  and  by  their  continual 
intercourfe, — Can  it  be  expe^cd,  that 
your  new  Allies  will  not  decoy,  under 
one  Pretence  or  another.  Numbers  of  the 
mo(l  ufeful  Hands  in  France  to  cultivate 
their  Wades  ?  Or  is  there  any  one  Inftance 
of  their  defining  from  thofe  Artifices, 
when  they  had  the  Power  and  Oppor- 
tunity of  putting  them  In  Pra&ice? 
Name  it,  if  you  can. — But  beiides  all  this, 
when  we  farther  contemplate  the  un- 
fettled  Difpofition  of  the  French  Nation, 
the  moft  prone  of  any  to  migrate  in  fearch 
of  Adventures  j — Surely,  it  muft  be  In- 
fatuation in  you  all,  or  fomething  wbrfe, 
to  encourage  that  Difpofition  in  your  Peo^ 
pie,  which  was  too  ftrong  before,  by 
throwing  Baits  in  their  Way,  to  forfake 
their  own  Country,  and  to  fettle  in  Ame^ 
rtca. — Vet  this  is  refined  Wifdonni !  This 
is  found  Policy  !  How  unhappy  am  I, 
that  I  do  not  underftand  a  Tittle  of  it  1 
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However,  Sir,  there  is  one  Circum- 
ftance  in  your  Compte  Rendu,  which  dc- 
ierves  the  Thanks  of  every  honeft  Man, 
and  real  Patriot,  French,  or  En^/i/h.  It 
is  the  faithful  Picture  you  exhibit  in  your 
two  Charts,  or  Maps  of  the  Revenues  of 
France,  and  of  the  arbitrary,  partial,  and 
unequal  Modes  of  affeding  and  colledting 
them,  and  of  your  own  honeft,  tho'  unfuc- 
cefsful  Endeavours,  to  correct  thofe  Evils 
which  refult  from  their  deftrudtive  Tenden* 
cy.  An EngliJ/iman coi\ldh^rd\y havehad an 
Idea  that  fuch  glaring  Abfurdities  could  ex- 
ift,asaVingtieme,  or  Five  per  Cent.  Tax  on 
the  Profits  of  Induftry  and  Labour,  on  the 
one  Hand;— or  a  Land-Tax  and  Capitation 
on  the  other,  left  loofe  to  arbitrary  Will 
and  Pleafure,  without  any  fixt  Standard 
for  regulating  the  fame  : — An  Englifliman 
could  have  no  Notion,  that  the  Cuflom^ 
Houje  Duties  on  Goods  andMerchandifeon 
one  Side  of  a  Mountain,  a  River,  a  Brook, 
a  Tiench,  a  Wall,  a  Road,  or  a  Row  of 
Trees,  ihould   be   totally  different  from 
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thofe  on  the  other  Side,'  within  the  fame 
kingdom  :— An  EngUJhman  would  think 
it  very  ftrange,  that  the  fat  Sheep  and  Cat- 
tle dcftined  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Capital, 
muft    firft   be  brought  to  fomc  neigh- 
bouring Town,  there  to  be  excifed,  before 
PermifTion  could  be  granted  for  (laughter- 
ing,  and  bringing  them  to  Market :— But 
above  all,   he  would  be  fhocked  at  the 
very  Thought,  that  the  Price  of  Salt  [that 
great  Neceflary  of  Life,  which  can  hardly 
ever  be  mifapplied  j  therefore  no  Luxury] 
(hould  be   more   than    thirty   Times 
dearer  at  one  Place,   and  in  one  County 
(perhaps  a  bordering  one)  than  in  another, 
owingto  the  great  Inequality  of  therefpec- 
tive  Tax.     Thefe  Things,  an  Englijhman 
could  not  have  conceived  j — nor  could  he 
have  imagined,  that  fo  many  I'houfands  of 
Perfons  (hould  be  im ployed  as  inland  Cuf- 
tom-Houfe   Officers,     throughout    every 
Part  of  France,    to   prevent  Smuggling 
from  one  County  to  another,  on  Account 
of  this  Difference  of  Taxation  , — whereas 
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in  equal,  and  impartial  Tax,  every  where 
alike,  [ais  here  in  England]  would  have  fu-^ 
perfeded  the  Neceffity  of  imploying  a  fin- 
gle  IVtan. ,  1  own.  Sir,  t  was  never 
able  (tho*  I  often  endeavoured)  to  make 
my  Countrymen  feel  the  happy  Difference

between  their  Condition,  and  that  of  their 
Neignbpurs,  the  French,  in  the  great  Ar-  ■ 
tide  of  Taxation,  'till  your  Compte  Rendu 
enabled  me  to  do  it :  To  you,  therefore, 
I  moil  willingly  refer  them  for  further 
Satisfadion. 
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LastlV,  as  you  have  like  wife  ob'ferved, 
that  thefe  barbarous  Parts  of  the  French 
Conftitution  [your  own  Words]  cannot 
be  altered  or  amended,  'till  the  Arrival  of 
Peace,  1  fincerely  join  in  your  moft  fer- 
vent Wifhes,  that  thofe  peaceable  Times 
were  immediately  come.  Nay  more,  I 
will  add,  what  perhaps  you  do  not  expcdt, 
that  I  hope  to  be  able  to  prove  in  my  next 
Letter,  ;hat  it  is  as  much  the  real  Intereft 
of  Great  Britain,  that  France  fhould  be 
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a  rich  Country,  and  not  a  poor  one,  as  I 
have  already  proved^  that>  the  great 
Riches  6f  England  are  beneficial  to 
France.

The  two  Firft  of  thefe,  are  what  nO 
People  upon  the  Face  of  the  Globe  will 
dare  openly  to  avov^r. — Yet,  it  is  much  to 
be  feared,  that  Motives  not  altogether 
unlike  them,  have  a  fecret  Influence  on 
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the  Condud  of  Mankind,  both  nationally, 
iDd  individually,  could  they  be  feen  in 
their  proper  Colours,  without  Artifice  or 
PiT^pife. 

But   happily  for  the  Peace  of    the 
World,  fuch  Motives  are  not  only  too 
bad,  to  be  publicly  s^vowed  i  but  are  al- 
fo  too  dangerous  to  be  atteippted  in  a 
general  Wayi  becaufe  they  would  cer-r 
tainly  end  in  the  Deflrudtiou  of  the  De- 
ilroyers.     The  3d  Propofal  therefore  i& 
the  only  one,  which  ought  to  be  reducec) 
to  Pradice;  namely,  to  endeavour  to  nxake 
our  own  Goods  better,  and  to  fell  then^ 
cheaper  than  our  Rivals. — ^Now,  Sir,  this 
is  not  only  what  we  EngUJh  ought  to  do^^ 
but  I  aver  that  it  is,  what  we  adually  dq 
perform  in  various  Inftances;  as  I  (hall 
prefcntly  fct  forth  : — And  therefore  our 
National   Jealoufy  againft  France  is    fo 
much    the  mor^   unreafonable  and  ab- 
(urd;     -  ' 
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My  firft  Proof  (hall  be  brought  from 
your  own  Country,  Switzerland  itTolf. 
For  there,  if  any  where,  the  Manufadturea 
of  France  may  be  fuppofed  to  have  an  Ad- 
vantage over  the  Engli/h,  by  Means  of  the 
Vicinity  of  the  two  Countries  to  each 
other,  without  any  Sea,  and  indeed  with 
hardly  any  Land  to  intervene.  And  yet» 
Sir,  you  know  very  well,  that  in  all  the 
Branches  of  the  Metal  Trade,  viz.  Lead 
and  Tin,  Copper  and  Brafs,  Iron  and 
Steel,  the  Engli/h  have  an  univerfal  Supe- 
riority : — Alfo  that  in  many  Articles  of 
Woollens,  of  Worftcds,  of  mixt  Stuffs, 
Cottons,  and  Cotton  Velvets,  Camblets, 
&c.  &c.  the  Engiifli  are  more  than  a 
Match  for  the  Fr^/rrA  in  every  Market  from 
the  Lake  of  Geneva  to  the  Lake  of  Con^ 
Jlance,  and  to  Bafil  on  the  Rhine.  More- 
over*  as  %o  Chintzes,  Callicoes,  and  all 
Kinds  of  Eaji  India  Goods,  alfo  Paper 
{langings,  and  feme  Sort  of  Furniture, 
feme  Kind^  of  Toys  or  Trinkets,  and  all 
|Cinds  of  matheinatical  ApparatufTes,  and 
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Chlrufgical  Inftruments,  the  French  can 
Mfdly  pretend  to  vie  with  the  Ertglijh  in 
the  Ooodnefs,  and  Cheapnefs  of  thefe 
Tilings.— This,  Sir,  is  my  firft  Proof ; 
iahd  furely  you  will  allow,  that,  as  far  as 
it  goes,  it  carries  Convidion  along 
With  it.  J 

•'u^BuT  2dly.  Iwill  adduce  ^fwr/Vtfitfe!f, 
ihd  compel  it  tb  be  an  unwilliiig  Witnefs 
to  the  fame  EiFeA. — Long  before  our 
tnifty  and  well-beloved  Colonies  had  open- 
ly declared  for  Indepcndancjj,  they  were 
fecretly  preparing  for  this  grand  Event.

could  have  known  where  to  have  got  better^ 

The  Principles  both  of  O^^-tf/w^,  and' 
intrinfic  GW«^  being  thus  e{labli(hed, 
Motives  very  fuffici^nt  in  themfclves  to  re- 
commend the  Ufe  of  Englijh  Manufac-^ 
tures  to  any  People,  if  not  too  poor  to 
buy  theni, — I  will  now  add  another  In- 
ducement, which  operates  on  the  French 
Nation  with  uncommon  Force  and  Energy;* 
and  that  is.  Novelty,   Variety,    and  Shew, 
— The  Paffion  of  wifhing  to  be   diftin- 
guijhed  is  indeed  univerfally  implanted  in 
Human  Nature;  and  may  be  madeiubfer- 
vicnt  both  to  good,  and  bad  Purpofes,  ac- 
cording as  it  is  applied.      But  I  think  it- 
-  '*  F  2  rauft 
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muft  be  allowed,  that  the  French  Nation 
poficjfs  it  in  an  higher  Degree  than  n  od 
others.  Hence  it  follows,  that  as  feveral 
Species  of  Englijh  Manufadtures  are  not 
only  cheaper,  and  better,  than  what  can 
be  procured  elfewhere, — but  have  like- 
wife  this 'farther  Advantage,  when  they 
enter  France, — that  they  are  foreigny'^ 
therefore  «ov^/,*— and  therefore  afford 
greater  Variety  %^^\h&y  have  this  addi- 
tional Recommendation,  that  they  attraB 
the  Notice  of  the  Beholders  more  flrongly 
than  Z^rf^f  AManufkdluresof  the  fame  Kind 
can  pe  fuppofed  to  do.  Indeed  we  oflen 
find,  that  this  Paffion  for  Variety,  and  for 
being  diftinguifhed  thereby,  operates  fo 
powerfully  as  to  fuperfede moft other Con-^ 
iiderations.— Were  it  not  fo,  how  can 
you  account  for  that  ardent  Defire  in 
many  French  Ladies  to  be  drefled  in 
Englijh  Silks,  and  to  wear  EngliJIi  Rib- 
bons, Englifli  Gloves,  &c.  &c.  &c.— ^ 
whilft  our  Englijh  Ladies  are  equally  un- 
happ)';  ynlffs  jhey  cm  ^PP^^'  J"  French  ? 
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Nay,  What  elfe  can  account  for  thst 
Cuflom  in  the  Royal  Palaces  of  Fraricgy 
which  appears  fo  ftrailge  in  our  Bjr^si* 
and  fo  repugnant  to  our  Ideas  ?— I  meaa 
the  pe#mifctiog  very  confiderable  Quanti- 
ties of  Englijh  Jewels^  and  Various  Toyt 
and  Trinkets  [Bijout'erk  d^Angl^erreY 
to  htixAdii  openly,  and  avowedly  as  EngUflt^ 
at  xht  Palais  Royal  \^  Paris,  alfo  at 
Verfailles,  FontainbleaU,  &c.  &c.  even 
within  the  Hearing  of  the  King,  if  his 
Majefty  fhould  happen  to  be  pafling  by. 
That  this  is,  or  at  leaft,  that  this  was 
thp  Fa<a,  I  appeal  to  yourfclf, — I  appeal" 
to  all  the  World.-^But  I  have  done.  For

But  whether  there  were  excltifive 
Companies  of  Trades  fubfifling  at  that  ' 
Jun^ure,  or  not,  we  ktiow  that  in  Pro- 
cefs  of  Time  the  monopolizing  Spirit  pre- 
vailed almoft  every  where;  fo  that  no 
Opportunity  was  omitted  of  eftabli(bing 
Companies  of  Reilraint  and  Exclqiion 
under  pn^ :pretence  or  other.    .  j u ^niyivyi 
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In  my  late  Anfwer  to  Mr.  Locke's 
Theory  of  Government,  I  have  (hewn 
[Page  310]  that  the  iirft  Charters  given 
to  Tradefmen  by  Gothic  Princes,  and 
their  feudal  Barons,  were  Charters  of 
meer  Prote^ion,  Thefc  were  greatly 
wanted,  and  very  neceiTary  in  a  barbarous

For  Men's  Eyes  begin  to  be  opened  twtry 
where  :  And  the  flourishing  State  of  thofe 
great  manufadturing  Places  in  England 
[the  greateft  perhaps  in  the  knov^n  World, 
certainly  the  greatefl  in  Europe]  where 
every  Man  enjoys  perfect  Freedom  to 
follow  that  Courfe  of  Trade,  to  which  his

Nay,  we  can  go  farther  :  For  we 
not  only  Jee/»  but  alfo  reafin  a  little  on 
this  Head  :— I  fay,  a  little;  for  alas  !  it 
IS  nbt'much.  May  our  reaibning.  Facul- 
ties  daily  gather  Strength,  fo  that  good 
Senfe  and  real  Patriotifm  may  everywhere 
prevail!  However,  we  can  even*  now  dif- 
cerit  clearly  enough,  that  the  Schemes  of 
fliort-lighted  'f  radefmen,  in  excluding 
tlieir  Brother-Tradefmen  from  being  their 
Rivals,  mud  end  in  their  own  Lofs  and 
Difapppintmertt ;  Becaufe  fuch  Devices 
are  no  other  than  palpable  Cheats  put 
upon  themfelves.  Take  for  Inftancc  the 
following  Illuftration.  A  Set  of  ^jyiecha- 
nics,.  or  common  Tradeftnen,  a  Baker,  a 
Butcher,  a  Shoe-maker,  a  Carpenter,  a 

Shop-keeper, 
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Shop-keeper,  and  a  Taylor,  tclng  ttict  . 
together  in  deep  Confuhation,  refdVc  fc 
exclude  all  thofe  Interlopers,  who  not 
having  fervcd    regular    Apprenticcfhjp?, 
dare  to  manufadbure  Goods,  or  not  bein^ 
free   of   Companies    and    Corporatior^s, 
dare  to  vend  them. — Filled  with  the  pa-  \, 
triotic  Reiblution  of  promoting  the  Good 
of  Trade   (as  their  cant  Phrafc  is)   the 
Baker  opens   the   Affair.      He  obferves 
with  great  Sagacity,  that  Butchers,  Shoe- 
makers, Carpenters,  Shop-keepers^  Tay- 
lors, &c.  &c.  whether  free,  or  not  frce^ 
and  whether  regularly  bred  to  their  re- 
fpe^ive  Trades,  or  not, — all    alike  cat 
Bread,     Therefore  he  has  no  Objedlipn 
againft  Numbers  of  fuch  Tradefmen  fet- 
tling near  him,  in  order  that  they  may 
eat  ^/>  Bread:  But  as  to  that  impudent, 
interloping  Fellow  [pointing  at  the  poor, 
Non-Freeman  Baker]  who  has  fet  up  a 
Shop  in  his  Neighbourhood  to  take  away 
his  Cuftomers,  he  is  refolved  to  punifli 
him,  as  a  Terror  to  others.    The  Butcher 
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comCi^  next ;  and  he  follows  the  Baker 
in  the  fame  Strain  ;— and  fq  on,  till  the 
Farce  has  quite  gone  round. — And  then 
at  the  Foot  of  the  Account  thefe  wife 
Schemers  have  difcovered,  that  they 
have  gained,  jufl  nothing  at  all;  but  on 
the  contrary,  that  by  their  mutual  Exclu- 
fio'^s,  they  have  damped  thje  Spirit  of  In- 
duilry  and  Emulation  both  in  them- 
felves,  and  others.  A

But  above  all,  our 

i  Courts  of  Juftice  do»  for  the  moil  Part, 

llfavour  the  general  Liberty  of  the  Sub- 

jeft,     wherever    they   can;     for    when 

any  Caufe    of   this    Nature   is    brought 

before  them,  the  Judges,  as  well  as  the 

iCbancit  hardly  ever  fail  to  obferve,  in 

fumming    up    the    Evidence,    that   the 

Grouiid     of    Complaint    furniihes    the 

ftrongeft  Evidence  againft  the  Juftice  of 

the   Complainant's    Cafe.      "    Had  the

«  this  is  the  unpardonable  Crime,  which 
«*  they  are  now  profecuting.  and  wishing 
"  to  punifli." 


Now,  Sir,  as  thcfc  Arguments  are  juft 
and  right ;  and  as  in  all  thefe  Proceed- 
ings we  prove  ourfelves  to  be  much  more 
enlightened  than  you  are  in  France  [I 
fpeak  of  your  praj£tical  Knowledge,  not 
of  your  theoretical;]  furely  one  might 
have  expelled,  that  we  fhould  have  been 
able  to   have  extended   to  the  Cafe    of 

rival  Nations,  the  fame  Train  of  reafoh- 
ing,  which  we  had  fo  judicioufly  applied 
to  the  Cafe  of  rival  Individuals.  But 
alas !  I  know  not  how  it  is>  here  our 
reafoning  Faculties,  (where  moft  wanted) 
totally  fail  us:  And  here  we  feem  to  be 
arrived  at  our  Ne  plus  ultra:  For  our 
Zeal  is  fo  blinded,  that  we  cannot  allow 
.i  li-.^'ti  w  «- ■»  trie 
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the  fame  Maxims  to  be  as  conclu0ve  in 
the  one  Cafe,  as  in  the  other,  thought 
they  certainly  are.  "  What  ?  fays  the 
"  honeft  Engliflimattt  ought  we  not  to 
•*  be  jealous  of  the  Incrcafe  of  the 
"  Trade  of  France,  which  is  oxxr  Rival  t 
**  Ought  we  not  to  prevent  her  from 
"  growing  rich,  if  we  poflibiy  can  ?  « 
*'  Surely  we  ought ;  becaufe  her  Riches  ' 
••  are  our  Poverty;  and  her  Poverty  is

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i  Thousands,  Sir,  and  Tens  of  Thou- 
fands,  implicitly  admit  thefe  Portions, 
without  Examination  :  Nay,  many  are 
fo  credulous,  as  to  make  them  a  Part  of 
their  political,  and  commercial  Creeds, 
though  notorious  Unbelievers  in  Things 
of  a  better  Nature.*  For  my  Part,  I 
never  was,  and  probably  never  fhall  be 
a    Convert    to    fuch    Do^ines.      The 
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Muhttude  may  believe  wjiat  they  pleafe ; 
but  I  hope  I  am  a  Protcftant  of  a  more 
confident  Texture,  than  to  afcribe  Infal- 
libility to  any  human  Beings  whatever. 
After  having  rejedlcd  the  Pretenfions  of 
the  Pope  and  his  Conclave,  it  is  hard, 
if  it  fhould  be  expeded,  that  I  fhould 
blindly  fubmit  to  the  idle  Decifions  of 
Ale-houfe  Politicians,-^or,  what  is  dill 
■ivorfc,  to  the  venal  Declamations  of 
Party- Scribblers.  Conld  it  indeed  be 
made  to  appear,  that  the  Supreme  Being 
is  not  able,  or  if  able,  is  not  loiiling,  to 
govern  two  fuch  large  DiftriAs  as  France 
and  Englandy  with  as  much  Wifdom  and 
Goodnefs,  as  our  earthly  Governors  can 
make  the  feemingly  clafhing  Interefts  of 
different  Cities,  Towns»  or  Individuals, 
within  their  own  Dominions,  to  harmo- 
nize together  for  the  Good  of  the  Whole; 
—I  fliould  then  be  inclined  to  believe, 
that  national  Antipathies  ought  to  be 
encouraged,  and  that  frequent  Wars,  as 
a  Confequence  thereof>  ought  to  be  pro- 
.  .  ^    - ;  fecuted 
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fecuted  with  unrelenting  Vengetnce. 
But  I  hope,  I  have  mude  the  contrtry  to 
appear  with  an  Evidence  not  eafily  to  be 
(haken,  jnuch  lefs  confuted.         a^r/M* 

However^    I  have  not  yet  exhaniled 
my  Subjed :    For,  in  Addition  to  every  ' 
Thing  which  hath  been  already  advanced, 
I  now  beg  Leave  to  obferve,  that  even  the 
Pretences  for  national  Jealouiies  between 
France  and  England^  are  much  kfs  plaufihli 
than  thofe  which  might  have  arifen  be- 
tween any  two  neighbouring  Countries  on 
the  Globe.      Thus,   for   Example,    the 
Genius  of  a  Frenchman ^   nationally  cond- 
dcrcd,  is  quick  and  lively,   rapid  and  dc- 
fultory  5  that  of  an  Englijhman  penetrating 
and  thoughtful,    methodical  and  corredt. 
In  the  one  Fancy  is  predominant,  in  the 
other  Judgment,     The  Frenchman' s  bril- 
liant Fancy  leads  him  to  cxcell  in  almofl 
all  the  Works  of  Ornament  and  Shew : 
The  EngliJJtmans  folid  Judgment  may  be 
traced  in  the  Manufadure  of  fuch  Goods

as  are  fitted  for  general  Ufe  and  Conye- 
nience.  A  Frenchman  wishes  to  (Irike 
the  Eye  of  the  Spectator  at  the  firfl 
Glance;  an  Englifltman  drives  to  call  forth 
his  Attention  to  examine  the  Goodnefs  of 
.  the  Work,  and  the  Skill  and  Contrivance 
of  the  Workman.  Thefe  Obfervations 
have  been  often  made  :  Indeed  they  are 
very  obvious.  Why  then  is  not  the  pro- 
per Inference  deduced  from  them  ? — An 
Inference  of  fo  much  Confequcnce  to  the 
Peace  and  Happinefs  of  Mankind  ? 
Namely,  that  fuch  different  Talents  and 
Capacities  cannot,  properly  fpcaking,  be 
Rivals  to  each  other ;  for  they  a<fl  in  dif- 
ferent Spheres,  and  tend  to  different  Ends 
and  Ufes.  Therefore  there  is  fo  much 
the  lefs  colourable  Pretext  for  national 
Jealoufy  between  France  and  Engkuid,  re- 
fpeding  Trade,  inafmuch  as  there  can 
hardly  be  a  national  Competition  between 
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Moreover,  as  the  Matter  which  we 
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are  now  upon,  is  of  fuch  vtft  Importance 
to  the  Peace  and  Happinefs  of  Society,— 
I  muft  yet  coniidcr  it  in  another  Point  of 
View. — The  Illuftration  of  the  Subjei^ 
may  perhaps  appear  to  fome  Readers  to  bt 
too  ludicrous :  But  as  the  Obfervations  ar^ 
juft,  and  the  Confequence  very  momen- 
tous, I  fhall  be  lefs  anxious  refpeding  any 
Cenfure  on  that  Head.

I^  eicceUe  in  the  Diflri- 
bution  of  Labour  into  diflii|<^  Portjoas, 
aod  of  ^juding  each  Portion  to  thp  SJiiU, 
and  Strength t ,  and  Age,  ajxd  Sex  of  the 
Perfon  to  be  employed.     Moreover  he  has 
hardly  his  Equal  in   the  Conflru(5lion  of 
Machines  for  the  various  Purpofcs  ofidif^ 
ferent  Manufactures.    But  he  cannot  adapt 
the  Coggs  of  his  Wheels,  J|?itJ  Screws,  his 
PullieSy    or  his  Lr^ver^,   Ui.».

Hence  therefore  it  feems  to  follow, 
that  both  the  French  and  the  Engiifli  ought 
to  be  content  with  their  refpedtive  Talents, 
and  not  to  attempt  thofe  Things,   in  the 
Execution   of  which  they   will,    for  the 
mod  Part,    be  fure  to  fail.

In  fuch    a  Cafe,    as   France  encrcafed  in 
Wealth,  the  Frenchman  would  with  to  en- 
joy fundry  Articles  of  Ufe  and  Conveni- 
ence, which  he  never  wo  Jr?  have  thought 
of  in  his  poor  Eftate :    And  therefore  he 
would  purchafe  them   (either  mediately, 
or  immediately)    at  th^  Eng/ijh  Market; 

I  becaufc 
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becaafe  there  is  the  greateft  Choice  and 
Variety,   and  becaufe  there  alfo  he  will 
find   almoft  all    Kinds  of    Manufa<5tures 
made  the  heft,  and  fold  the  cheapeft.     On 

.  the  other  Hand,  in  Proportion  as  England 
grew  richer,  the  Englijh  of  both  Sexes 
would  with  to  diftinguifh  themfelvcs  in 
French  Modes  and  Fafhions,  and  to  im- 
prove, as  Lord  Chesterfield  phrafes 
it,  in  thofe  Graces,  which  are  not  the 
Growth  of  this  Country.        ;    ,>-??:; 
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Here  then  I  afk.  Is  there  any  Thing 
unnatural  in  fuch  Proceedings  ?  Any 
Thing  on  either  Side  diihonourable  or 
bafe  ?  Why  therefore  fuch  an  Outcry 
about  the  Lofs  of  Trade  ?  And  what  Rea- 
fon  can  be  afTigned  for  harbouring  national 
Antipathies  again  ft  each  other  ?  Nay,  I 
will  go  farther : — Suppofing  that  both 
Sides  kept  within  certain  Limits,  which  it 
is  the  Bufinefs  of  every  wife  Legiflature  to 
regulate,  and  prefcribe ;  and  fuppofing^ 
that  they  did  not  run  into  Exce/s,  what  is 

there. 
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there,  which  the  ftrifteft  MoralHl  could 
cenfure,  or  the  wifeft  Statefman,  and  moft 
enlightened  Patriot  could  wifli  to  alter  in 
the  ConduA  of  either  Nation  ?  Much 
more  might  have  been  added ;  but  truly  I 
have  faid  enough. — At  leaft,  if  by  this 
Time  you,  and  others  will  not  acknow- 
ledge  yourfelves  Converts  to  my  Dodtrine, 
I  am  fully  perfuaded,  that  you  will  give 
me  fomc  Credit  for  the  Goodnefs  of  my 
Intention,  though  at  the  Expence  of  my 
Underftanding.  Better  pleafed  with  fuch 
a  Compliment,  than  with  a  contrary  one.

be  a  Means  of  ferfuading  the  People  on 
tljiat  Side  of  the  Atlantic  to  bear  fome 
Share,  and  to  contribute  fomething  to*  ^ 
wards  our  heavy,  national  Expences.", 
Good!  And  then  the  Argument  will 
run  fomewhat  to  the  following  EfFedlj, 
though  not  in  the  fame  Words. — 
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*•  After  we  have  for  many  Years  en- 
deavoured to  fubdue  the  Bodies  of  the  _ 
Americans  by  the  Force  of  Arms,  we 
will  for  the  future  difclajm  all  fuch 
Methods ;  becaufe  we  intend  to  fub- , 
jugate   their    Minds  by    the   fuperior.* 
Power  of  our  enchanting  Eloquence. 
We  will  tell  them,  and  they  will  cer- 
tainly believe  us,  that  we  have  not  a 
Wilh  to  employ  compulftve  Mcafures 
any  more.     We  now  renounce,  detefl, 
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and  abjL're  all  Authority  and  Jurif- 
di€tion  over  them.  They  fhall  ehjoy 
their  unalienable  Rights,  be  they  what- 
ever they  may.  They  fhall  make 
their  owti  Lawr,  and  be  theit-  own 
Mailers  in  every  Thing ;  And  if  they 
chufe  to  pay  any  Taxes,— for  that 
(hall  be  entirely  left  to  their  own  Dif- 
cretion,— they  fhall  tax  themfelves. 
But  then,  after  v^z  have  made  ihcm 
believe  all  thefe  fine  Things,  we  will 
pour  upon  them  fuch  an  Army  of 
well-chofen  Tropes  and  Metaphors, 
as  they  fhall  not  be  able  to  withrtind; 
— notwithftanding  they  ha\e  fo  long 
withftood  our  Guns  and  Tayonets. 
Nay  more, — though  in  the  Times  of 
their  Profpcrity,  wheri  they  were 
both  rich  and  able, — they  did  not 
vouchfafe  to  defray  one-half  of  their 
own  civil  and  military  Expences,^ 
much  Icfs  to  contribute  a  fmgle  Shil- 
ling towards  the  Support  of  ours  1— 
yet  when  they  (hall  become  Bankrupts 
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**  a^d  Paupers,  ^pt  able  to  fubfiil  them- 
**  felveSj  then  we  >yill  perfuade  them  to 
^*  give  andgra^it,  out  ef  the  Abundance 
*f,  of  dieir  Pov^ty,  ricl^  Su|]|plies  both 
*<  for  their  Ufcs,  and  for  ours  too.  And 
/*  as  this  is  fo  promifing  a  Scheme,  and 
**^  fo  fure  of  Succcfsj  we  will  |ierfcverc 
**  in  it,  and  maintain  the  War^  Year  af- 
"  ter  Year,  coft  what  it.  will,  till  we 
"  have  accompliflied  it."     ,,    ;.  ^;^;j  ,. 

Sir,  in  my  younger  Days,  I  had  the 
Honour  of  being  acquainted  with  a  very 
great  Man,  an  original  Ceniu^  in  the 
learned  World.  He  ufed  to  fay,  that  the 
reafoning  Faculties  of  human  Beings  were 
of  a  Nature  fp  precarious,  that  it  was 
impoffible  to  enfure  the  Enjoyment  ©f 
then),  tn  all  Refpe^s,  even  for  a  Day. 
A  Phrenfy,  or  fome  other  species  of 
Jnfanity,  might  deprive  a  Man- of  the 
Ufe  and  Excrcife  of  them,  either  in 
Whole,  or  in  Part^  for  a  (hwter  pr  a 
lon^r  Time,    and  perhaps    fflr  ^ver.*—

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If  fo,  fays  he,  may  wc  not  cxtv^nd  the 
Obfervation  a  little  farther;  and  conclade, 
from  Analogy,  that  whole  Bodies  of 
Men,  large  Societies,  and  even  Nations* 
may  be  fubjedt,  in  fome  Refpedis^  to  fimi- 

lar  Maladies,  and  Fits  of  Folly  ? — No- 
thing lefs  than  fome  fuch  Suppoiition  can 
account  for  half  the  glaring  Abfurdities, 
and  thofe  Inconfiflencies  of  Charad^er  and 

Condudt,  which  ^are  to  be  met  with  in 
Hiftory,  and  which  we  find  in  the 
World. 

I  WILL  not  take  upon  me^o  defend' 
this  eminent  Prelate's  Mode  of  account- 
ing for  thofe  public  Inconfiftencies,  and 
Contradidtions  of  Character,  with  a  Nar- 
ration of  which  Hiftory  ever)-  where  a- 
bounds;  but  one  Thing  I  will  be  bold  to 
fay,  That  were  the  Engli/h,  the  French,  the 
Americans,  the  Spaniards,  and  the  Dutch, 
to  be  afflidled  with  a  Deprivation  of  their 
Senfes,  refpeding  the  Subjed  now  before

at  prefent,  by  perfcvering  in  a  Series  of 
abfurd  and  ruinous  Schemes,  fo  very  re- 
pugnant to  every  Principle  of  Reafon,  and 
fo  diametrically  oppofite  to  their  own  ef- 
fential  Interefls.

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The  laft  Motive  afligned  for  perfifting 
in  our  expenfive  Schemes  towards  the 
Recovery  of  America^  is,  in  order  to  re- 
cover our  anticnt  Glory, 

Glory,  Sir,  as  far  as  concerns  the 
prefent  Cafe,  may  be  confidcred  in  a 
two-fold  View:  Firil,  The  Glory,  or 
Honour  of  having  an  immenfely  extended 
Empire  :  And  fecondly,  the  Glory  or 
CharacHier  of  being  brave  and  courageous. 

If  the  former  of  thefe  fhould  be 
here  meant,  then  there  is  a  moft  impor- 
tant Queftion  firfl  to  be  determined : 
Namely,  Whether  it  be  for  our  red  In' 
terejl   and  national  Advantage,  to  have 

fuch 
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iiich  an  immenfely  extended  Empire,  as 
-;  we  now  have,  or  lately  had  ?  And  whe- 
ther any   Man  will  undertikc  to  prove, 
that  the   Englijh  Nation  is,  or  wHI    be 
the   happier,  the  richer,    the    wiler,    or 
the  ftronger,  by  having  fuch  an  unma- 
nageable Empire  ?  I  fay,  all  thefe  Things 
muft  be  previoufly  proved. — And  then  it 
will  be  Tin  e  enough  for  us  to  confidcr, 
how  far  our  Glory  is  concerned  in  the 
Recovery  of  a  nominal  Sovereignty  over 
thofe  immenfe  and   diftant   Regions  :— 
I  fay,  a  nominal  one ;    for  at  beft  it  was 
no  other,  even  when  we  were  fighting 
their   Battles,    and    fpending    our    bcft 
Blood   and  Treafure  in   their  Caufe :— • 
^p^  Even  then  we  were  not  permitted  to 
prefs  a  fingle  American  on  Shore,  though 
our   Ships    of  War   in    the  f    Harbours 
were  filled  with  Kngliih  Sailors  prejfed  for 
their    Defence.      The     late     Governor 
Hutchinfon  aflurcd  me  of  this  Fad:.     He 
faid,  he  n«ver  would  allow  a  Prefs- War- 
rant to  be  executed  in  the  Town  of  Bojhn, 
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except  for  apprehending  Englijh  Deferters : 
And  he  believed  the  fame  Rule  prevailed 
all  over  America,  Yet  this  was  the  Man, 
whofe  Houfe  the  Bojionians  demolifhed, 
he/ore  the  War  broke  out,  and  whom  Dr. 
Franklin  and  others  perfecuted  with  un- 
remitting Rage,  for  being  too  complai- 
fant  to  the  Englijh  Government. — Surely, 
furcly,  our  Glory  is  deeply  concerned  in 
maintaining  or  recovering  fuch  a  Sove- 
reignty as  this !  It  is  much  to  our  Ho- 
nour !  .  .

But  it  feems,  the  Rules  of  national 
Honour  ana  Glory  are  different  from  all 
other  Rules,  and  muft  not  be  judged  of 
by  the  Principles  of  Reafon  and  Common 
Senfe.  The  Doge  of  Fem'ce,  for  Inftancc, 
proceeds  annually  in  great  State  and 
Pomp,  to  marry  the  Adriatic  Sea.  And 
to  be  fure,  a  glorious  Sight  it  is  to  the 
Venetians^  to  fee  their  Sovereign  married 
to  a  .Spoufe,  fo  very  tra<5tabie,  and  fo  full 
of   Complaifance  :    They    mufl:     think

■  As  to  the  fecond  Senfe  of  Glory,  per- 
mit me  to  afk,  who  doth,  or  who  can 
accufe  our  Forces  either   by  Land,    or 

Sea, 
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Sea,  of  the  Want  of  Valour,  and  national 
Courage  ? — Indeed  on  this  Head  there  is 
no  Need,  that  we  fhould  be  very  lavifh 
in  our  own  Praifes.     In  a  War  of  fuch 
Length  as  the  prefent,  there  is  no  Doubt 
tp.be  made,   but  that  the  Englijh  have 
given  fonae  Inftances  of  bad  Condu(5l : 
Nay,  perhaps,  I  might  add,  that  we  did 
not  always  feel  bold  any  more  than  our 
Neighbours,— But  who  is   to  throw  the 
firft  Stone  at  us  on  that  Account  ? — Surely 
not  the  Americans: — And  if  your  own 
[French]  Relations  of  feme  late  Engage-r 
mentis,  efpecially  by  Sea,  can  be  depended 
oiij.  not  the  French.     And  as  to  the  Dutch 
and  Spaniards f  when  they  fhall   call  oui; 
Bravery  or  Courage  in  Queflion   (which 
they  do  not  feem  at  all  difpofed  to  do)  it;

Or,  an  in  av  1  R  Y,  tfr.  8) 
US  for  our  great  ObAinacy,  and  (lubborn 
Pcrfeverance  in  this  unequal  Contcft. 
They  do  not  reproach  us  as  being  Cowards, 

but  as  Don-^ixottes,  who  are  determined 
to  encounter  Windmills,  in  order  to  dif- 
play  our  Valour.  ' 


Upon  the  whole,  and  lA  every  View, 
V^hether  commercial,  or  fifcal,  or  even  in 
point  of  national  Honour,  there  is  not  the 
Shadow  of  an  Argument  to  be  alledged 
for  our  prefent  Conduct.  Were  America 
this  Moment  to  lay  herfelf  at  our  Feet, 
and  to  fubmit  to  a  Carte  ilanche,  provided 
we  would  tAke  her  again  into  Favour, — 
it  is  evidently  our  Interefi  not  to  accept  of 
fuch  a  Prefent. — Unlefs  indeed  we  will 
adopt  Dr.  Franklin's  Notion,  which  he 
very  often  publicly  maintained,  namely. 
That  it  is  the  Interefi  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  this  Country  to  migrate  to  America^ 
and  to  let  this  Illand  become  a  Defert,  or 
«t  leaft  a  Province  to  that  great  Empire. 
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This»  Sir,  recalls  to  my  Mind  a  Cafe 
not  altogether  diflimilar  to  the  Point  now 
before  us.  Our  former  Princes,  our  Ed- 
wards and  rur  Henrys,  fet  up  a  Claim 
to  the  Throne  of  France :  They  wiihed 
to  be  Kings  of  that  fine  Country,  as  well 
as  of  Enf^land,  And,  what  is  at  this  Time 
of  Day  a  Matter  of  Wonder  and  Amaze- 
ment, the  Englijh  themfelves,  inftead  of 
oppofing  fo  ruinous  a  Syftem,  were  fo  in- 
fatuated, as  to  engage  in  it  with  all  their 
Might,  as  if  they  had  been  contending  for 
the  Prefervation  of  their  own  Lives  and 
Properties.  Happily  for  our  Country, 
happily,  I  fay,  for  Old  England^  your 
female  Commander,  Joan  d'ARc,  refcued 
us  at  lafl  from  the  Danger  of  being  vidlo- 
rious, — that  is,  in  other  Words,  from 
being  the  Authors  of  our  own  Ruin. 
Has  that  illuftrious  Heroine  left  no  De- 
fcendanis  behind  her?  And  cannot  you 
find  one  Joan  d'ARC  in  modern  Days  to 
command  his  moil  Chrijlian  Maje fly's 
Fleets   and  Armies,    in  order  to  drive  us

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back  into  oor  own  lOand  ?  Yuur  prefent 
Commanders,  with  all  their  great  Superi- 
ority of  Force§,  together  with  the  ulmeri-m 
cam^  feem  unequal  to  the  Talk.  What 
Idea  this  ^onveys  of  your  fuper-excel- 
lep*'  Courage,  or  Condudt,  if  compared 
with  purs,  is  npt  nriy  Province  to  deter- 
mine.— Rather  therefore  let  me  qlofe  the 
whole  with  an  ObfcrvrV'on  much  more 
iinportantin  itfelf,  and- more  pertinent  to 
m^'  prcfent  Subjedl.  There  was  a  period 
in  our  Annals,  when  the  Englijh  thought 
themfelves  the  n^fl  unfortunate  of  Men, 
by'  being  driven  out  of  France,  because 
they  fuppofed  that^jfuphc.Lofres  were  irre- 
trievable.

Yet,  Sir,  France  was  not  3000  Miles  ofFi 
n  -  could  the  Hcalthincfs,  the  Plcafant- 
ncfs,  the  Soil,  the  Gliirate,  the  Pro- 
duction, the  Genius  of  the  People,  their 
Tempers,  Numbers,  or  the  Riches  of  the 
two  Countries,  France  and  America,  bear

^;as  you  pleafe, — ftill,  what  were  they  ?— 
3  Mere  Dwarfs  and  Pigmies  in  Compaiiibn 
to  thofe  Tyrannies  and  Oppreflions,  of  a 
gigantic  Size,  which  the  Mafs  of  the  Peo- 
ple have  already  felt,    and  will  continue 
<«  40  feel   under  their  new  Mailers.      And 
the  Refle£i:ion,  that  the  very  Men,    who 
formerly  pretended  to  be  their  Deliverers 
and  Defenders,  have  pulled  «£F  the  Mafk,

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'  and  are  at  1  aft  become  their  real  Tyrants 
and  OppreiTors,  will  add  a  peculiar  Sting 
to  this  general  Indignation.

**  When  this  devoted  Countfy  wafe  un- 
der the  Protection  ^i  England, — A  Pro- 
tedion  alas !  never  to  be  obtained  any 
more,— our  Governments  were  as  free 
as  the  Nature  of  Man^  and  our  peculiar 
Situations  would  admit.  We  had  no 
Reftraints  laid  on  us,  hut  fuch  as  our 
Parent  State  thought  to  be  unavoida- 
ble, fuch  as  fhe  deemed  necelTary ;  by. 
Way  of  compenfating  in  fome  Degree 
for  thofe  manifold  Benefits,  Favours, 
and  Prote£tiolis»  we  received  from  her, 
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without  0t/r  contributing  a  Farthing  to- 
wards the  general  Charge.  Nay;  more, 
the  Reftraints  themfelves  were  chiefly 
nominaii  For  you  all  know,  that  we  con>« 
tinually  evaded  them,  *  when  it  was  our 
Jntereft  fo.  to  do:  'And out  iodulgent 
Mother-iCountry  kindly  winked  at  thefe 
Evafions;  fo  that  in  Reality  they  were 
no  Reftraints  toua.  But  nowj— >Oh 
fad  Revjede,  how  are  lye  changed  I  And 
what  arc  we  now  CQine  to!  We  ^e  ac-  > 
tually  become  the  ^Uves  of  our  FeUow- 
Subjeds,  who  have  duped  arid  cheated 
us  moft  egregioudyt  and  now  laugh  af  our 
Credulity.  They  now  rule  us  with  a 
Rod  of  Iron,  and  make  us  know  and 
feel,  that  their  Reftmints,  Orders,  and  \ 
Regulations,  are  not  like  the  former 
ones,  to  be  difpenfed  with  at  Pleafure, 
or  to  be  evaded  with  Impunity,  but  to  • 
be  rigoroufly  enforced,  and  punctually 
obeyed.

<«^  prefent  Rukrs,  ta  mount  into  Power. 
<•  For  now  we  are  gfavely  toldj   Aat  the 
**-  Times  will  riot  bear  To  lax  a  Syftem,  as 
-**  that  every  Man  fl!iOuld  be  his  own  Le- 
J**  giflator,     Ooternor,    and    Controller. 
«*  The  Times  require,  that  the  Reins  Of

But  as  to  our  imperious 
Mailers,  the  Authors  of  our  Ruin, 
what  Kind  of  Complacency,  or  Con** 
cord  do  t/uy  enjoy  among  themfel  ves  ?— - 
None  at  all :— For  we  know,  that  they

**  arc  removed,  '^efe  dormant  Claims 
**  have  tb^ken  out^refh,  and  evciy  Re- 
**  proadh  ^is  wnewed  with  redoubled  Ran- 
•*  cour,and  a  greater  Thirft  of  Revenge  : 
•*  «-So  that  in  fadt,  we  are  little  better 
*•  than  in  a  State  of  War,  though  we 
**  feemingly    wear  the    Appearances  of 
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V   f *  In  fhorf,   lOUt-  Native  Country  is  by 
*'  no  Means  become  delirable  even  to  our* 
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"  felvesa  much  lefs  to  others.  lit  was 
<*  once  aa  Afylum  to  the  reft  of  the 
"  Worli  But  now  it.  i^  not  a  Elsu:e  of 
**  Safety  even  to  its  natural-Sorn  Inhabi- 
**  tants.  Already  great  Numbers  have 
**  left  it,  to  return  Id  Europe,  th^  Couor- 
*'  try  of  their  Fore-fathers:  A^  ftiU 
**  greater  have  migrated  into  the  diftant 
"  back  Countries,  bordering  on  the 
'*  Lakes ;  there  to  commence  new  Settle- 
**  ments,  and  new  Governments.  This 
"  they  fay,  they  have  as  good  a  Right  to 
"  do,  as  we  had  tobre^  loofe  from  the  . 
Government  of  England,  which  h^d  Co 
long  protected  and  defended  us  : — Yes, 
they  add,  and  much  better,  on  account 
of  thofe  fuperior  Obligations,  which 
"  we  had  been  under  to  the  mildefl  and 
"  moft  beneficent  Government  upon 
«'  Earth.  And  to  fhcw  that  they  are  in 
Earned,  they  fet  us  at  Defiance  j  and 
even  threaten  to  invade  us  (according 
as  an  Englijk  Patriot  had  long  ago  fore- 
told) with  a  numerous  Body  of  Ca- 
.0  ««  valry. 
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**  vdry,  after  the  Manner  of  the  ^Jiaiic 
**  and  European  Tartars : — Well  knowing 
**  that  we  are  not  able  to  invade  them. 
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Among  the  n^any  BlefUngs  we  for- 
merly enjoyed,  one  was,  that  we  might 
deep  peaceably  in  otir  Bedfi,  without 
Fear  of  being  prefled  either  to  the 
Land,  or  Sea  Service  5— eVen  in  De- 
fence of  our  own  Country  againft  the 
Forces  of  France  or  Spain,  or  any  other 
foreign  Power : — The  Parent  State 
having  kindly  undertaken  to  do  all  thefe 
Things  for  us,  at  an  Expence  of  Blood 
and  Trcafute,  really  aftonifhing. — So 
that  unlefs  a  Military  Life  was  our  own 
Choice,  and  agreeable  to  our  own  In- 
clinations, not  a  Man  of  us  was  com^ 
pelled  to  leave  his  Farm,  his  Trade,  his 
Fisheries,  or  his  Merchandife,  to  com- 
mence a  Sailor,  or  a  Soldier,  for  the 
Public  Service.  But  now  we  muft  be 
enrolled  in  the  Militia,  whether  we  will 
or  no  i  and  take  the  Field  at  the  Word 
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of  Command.  The  fame  Hard(hip$ 
*'  attend  us  in  tL-  ^ea  Service  :  We  are 
*'  no  longer  our  own  Mafters  even  in  our 
**  own  Houfesy  and  in  our  own  Beds. 
The  Language  now  is,  that  each  Re* 
public  mufl  provide  a  proportionate 
*•  Number  of  Ships  of  War,  Frigates, 
"  Cruifers,  and  Guarda-Coftas  for  its  own 
<«  Protection.  Thefe  are  new  Do^rines 
"to  us  Americans :  We  never  heard  them 
<•  before  thefe  blefied  Times. 

h^-ft  Tjjg  Freedom  and  Encouragement 
**  of  Trade  was  another  grand  Pretence 
*'  for  engaging  us  in  the  late  Revolt.  In 
♦«  this  Affair,  as  in  all  others,  we  were 
««  made  to  believe  ftrangc  Things,  which 
"  Experience  now  tells  us  had  no  Foun- 
**  dation:  For  now  we  know  luid  feel, 
"  when  it  is  too  late,  that  the  parent 
"  State  was  fo  far  from  planning  Schemes 
«*  for  our  Impoverifhment,  that,  on  the 
*«  contrary,  (he  was  continually  deviling 
f <  Ways  and  Means  for  our  Enrichment, 
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*«  «Vcn  (bmetifnes  to  her  own  Lofs,-^ 
by  granting  us  feveral  Monopolies  a- 
(gainft  herfelf.  For  Example,  (he  laid 
hciavy  Duties  on  the  Iron  of  other 
**  Countries  (though  a  raw,  and  necef- 
iary  Material  for  her  Manufadtures) 
and  exempted  American  from  paying 
any  She  did  the  f;lme  by  Foreign 
Hemp,  and  even  added  a  very  great 
Bounty  for  the  Growth  and  Importa*- 
"  tion  of  ours.  The  fame  Courfe  fhe 
**  took  refpefting  our  Pitch  and  Tar, 
"  andindico,  and  Lumber,  and  feveral 
"  other  Articles :  So  that  whilft  Foreign 
<'  Materials  were  loaded  and  diicouraged 
**  ^th  heavy  Duties,  ours  were  fed  and 
nurfed  by  generous  and  great  Bounties. 
Anid  as  to  Tobacco,  fhe  granted  fuch 
*♦  an  abfolute  Monopoly  of  it  to  America, 
**  as  not  only  to  prohibit  the  Tobaccos 
"  of  Foreign  Growths,  but  even  to  for- 
"  bid  the  Cultivation  of  Tobacco  at 
**  Home.  Moreover,  in  regard  to  our 
"  Fifheries,  and  all  the  Produce  thereof, 
:     >  »  ;  r>  "  fhe 
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(he  gratited  us  almdft  every  Favour 
and  Indulgence,  wbidh  (he  had  granted 
to  her  own  Pcoplte  i-^and,  if  fhc  had, 
coniidered  our  advantageous  Situation* 
iperhaps  more  than  (he  herfelf  would 
♦have  intended. — JBut  to  fay  the  Truth 
at  once,  when  we  were  united  to  her» 
(he  regarded  m  as  her  favourite  Chik 
dret),  for  whom  (he  thought  (he  could 
never  do  enough,  and  therefore  treated 
us  with  a  peculiar,  and  diftingui(hed 
Fondneis,  becaufe  we  were  fo  diftant 
from  her.  In  one  Word,  in  almoft 
every  Inftance,  where  the  Interefts  of 
England,  and  of  America  feemed  to 
c]a(h>  (he   gave  America    the   Prefe- 
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Yet,  my  fellow  Citizens  of  Ame^ 
rica,  this  was  the  Tyrant,  the  bloody 
and  cruel  Tyrant,  whom  we  were 
taught  to  regard,  as  plotting  our  Ruin 
and  Deftrudtion  : — This  was  (he,  who 
was  reprefented  to  us  under  the  moft 
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•c 

*'  odious  Colours,  and  in  the  word  of 
"  Charaders.  How  fatal  have  been 
*<  ourMiftakes!  and  what  Punifhment  do 
"  thefe  Men  deferve  for  leading  us  into 
"  them  1 — They  never  let  us  know  the 
**  Truth  of  Fads,  till  it  was  too  late : 
*<  But  ufed  us  as  Tools  to  flab  our  heft 
**  Friend  and  Benefadtrefs^— becaufe  (he 
♦•  flood  in  the  Way  of  their  ufurping 
"  Grcatnefs : — And  alas !  in  being  Tools 
•<  to  them,  we  have  committed  a  Kind 
"  of  Self-Murder  on  ourfclves  ! 
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"  Will  our  great  and  good  Allies  the 
French  now  compenfate  for  thefe 
Wrongs  and  LofTes  ?  Will  they  give 
Bounties  and  Draw-backs,  exclufive 
Privileges,  and  Monopolies  in  our  Fa-? 
vour,  and  to  their  own  Hurt  ?  No^ 
they  will  not.  For  now  their  own 
Ends  are  anfwered,  in  demolifhing  the 
Power  of  Englandy  by  our  Affiflance, 
they  have  no  farther  Need  of  our  Help 
and  Service.     And  we  may  fhitt  for 

*«  ourfelves. 
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ourfclvcs,  as  well  as  wc  can.  In  fhort, 
they  now  turn  the  Tables  on  us,  and 
ferve  us  as  we  ferved  the  Englijh.  By 
their  Inuendoes  they  give  us  plainly 
to  underftand,  that  though  they  loved 
the  Treafon,  they  hated  the  Traitor.  ' 

**  Nay  farther.  We  were  taught  to  be- 
lieve, that  when  we  had  once  gained  out 
favourite  Objedt,  Independance,  we 
{hould  be  enabled  both  to  buy,  and  feii 
to  much  greater  Advantage  than  we  did, 
or  could  do  before.  O  ye  Americans^ 
tell  if  you  can>  Is  this  now  the  Fadt  l-^ 
And  after  we  have  tried  every  Market  in 
Europe,  are  we  not  obliged  to  return 
to  the  Englijh  a^ain  for  every  ufeful  Ar- 
ticle [tho*  not  for  Gewgaws  and  Bau- 
bles] as  to  our  lafl:  Refource  ?  We 
now  find  by  Experience,  that  they  fell 
better,  and  cheaper  Goods ;  and  that 
they  can  give  longer  Credit. — In  regard 
to  this  lail  Article,  long  Credit,  there 
was  a  Time,  when  it  might  be  truly

This  fine  Country   is^ 
allowed  by   all   to  be  one  of  the  moft^ 
fertile  upon    Earth  5  yet  it  has  hitherto  * 
laboured  under  two  fuch  Difficulties,   as  "^ 
JIf;  .  >-  have 
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Kave  rendered  it  in  a  Manner  a  Terra  in- 
cognita  to  the  commercial  World.  The 
one  is,  the  feudal  Syftem,  which  ftill 
reigns  there,  and  in  the  neighbouring  Pro- 
vinces, to  a  greater  Degree  than  in  any 
other  Part  of  Europe,  Poland  excepttd. 
Now,  Sir,  a  feudal  Baron,  with  his 
hundred  VafTals  on  his  P^ftate  {Slaves  in 
£fFe<5t}  doth  not  uie  and  confume  as  many 
of  theNcceflaries  and  Conveniences,  much 
lefs  the  Elegancies  of  Life  [that  is,  in  a 
commercial  View,  he  and  his  miferahle 
Dependants  are  not  fo  good  Cujftomers] 
as  a  French  Nobleman  with  25  Tenants, 
or  an  Englijh  Gentleman  with  15.  And 
as  his  Imperial  Majefty  is  aboliihing  all 
thefe  flavilh  Tenures,  as  faft  as  he  can, 
and  as  the  Nature  of  the  Cafe  will  per-*^ 
mit  J — this  will  in  Time  open  new  Sources 
of  Commerce  and  Riches,  much  more 
beneficial  than  the  Difcovery  of  new  diilant 
Countries,  or  the  Colonization  of  remote 
Deferts.  Thefecond  Inconvenience  which 
Hungary  laboured  under,  was  the  Wunt 
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of  fomc  Communication  with  the  reft  of 
Burifet  by  Means  of  a  commodious  Port. 
This  Evil^vill  be  remedied' to  a  great  De- 
gree by  the  Meafarid  here  propc fed;  for  the 
EAabliihment  of  in^Eknporium  ^t  Minorca, 
where  the*  Produce  and  Mantifadtures  of 
all  Countries  might  be  d#pofited  and  ex- 
changed^ will  operate  nearly  the  fame',  as 
if  Hungary  was  moved oyaitoi  its  Place,  arid 
brought  more  contiguous  to  thofc  Coun- 
tries, or  that  thoie  Countries  were  placed 
TitMtt  to  Hungary : — I  fay,  the- commer- 
cial EfFe<Sbs  would  b&  much  the.  fam6. 
And  then  the  Riches  of  Hungary,  by 
Means  of  a  regular^  well-dire6ted  Cir- 
culation of  Induftry  and  Labour,  would 
become  the  Riches  of  fuch  Countries  ;— 
morcr  efpecially  of  the  great  commercial 
Countries  of  Frtf«^^  and  England: — And 
the  Riches  oi France  and  England^  for  the 
very  fame  Reaibn,  wCuld  become  the 
Riches  of  Hungary : — That  is  in  plain 
Englifli,  one   Nation  would:  become    fo 

V^i^l    much 
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much  the  better  Cuftomer  to  the  other, 
by  being  fo  much  the  Richer. 

^  This  mutual  Circulation  of  Labour 
and  Induftry,  is  that  grand  fundamental 
Truth  in  the  Science  of  Politics  and 
Commerce,  which  never  can  be  too 
much  inculcated.  O  !  what  Oceans  of 
Blood  would  it  have  faved  in  every  Age, 
had  it  bpen  duly  attended  to  !

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Remark  III.  The  only  Affair  in  the 
Revolt  of  the  Colonies,  in  which  the 
Honour  of  England  is  truly  concerned, 
is,  to  fecure  fome  Place  of  Retreat  and 
Safety  to  the  loyal  Americans,  from  the 
Rage  of  their  blood -thirfty  republican 
Perfccutors.  The  foregoing  Plan  has,  I 
hope,  fufficiently  provided  for  their  Se- 
curity.— Indeed,  as  their  only  Crime  was 
the  doing  their  Duty,  and  being  faithful 
to  thofe  Engagementf  which  they  owed 
to  the  mildeft  Government  upon  Earth  j 
— the  Time  will  come,  when  even  their 

•  S     ,  Perfccutors 
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Perfeciiiors  will  look  upon  thefe  Loy- 
alifts  with  different  Eyes :  They  will 
cbhfirfer  them,  as  having  been  their  moft 
faithful  Mbnitors,  who  would  have  faved 
their  finking  Country,  had  good  Senfe,  and 
found  Policy—  not  to  mention  a  Word 
about  good  Faith,  Honour,  and  Cori- 
fciencej—beefi  ifii'iFered  to  pi^cVail'.  Per- 
mit me  likeWife  to  add,  that  wheft  the 
Hand  of  Time  has  laid  low  the  Author 
df  thefe  l^apers,'  'already  prefled  with 
Years  and  Ihfirftiiiies----perhaps  Monf 
Necker  himfelf  rnay  vouchfafe  to  fay  : 
"  What  a  Pity,  that  the  Dean  of

**  were  juft  j — that  the  War  in  which
